WHEREAS, It is rumored that said appropriation has never been 
placed at the disposal of the hospital; therefore, 
Resolved bv the senate, the assembly concurring, That the 

attorney-general be, and he is hereby instructed to commence 
suit imtnediately against the party who, in his opinion, is legally 
liable for the recovery of said amount.

JOINT RESOLUTION requesting the establishment of a signal-station at Marl 
son, Wisconsin. 

WHEREAS, The signal-service of the War Department of the 
United States army has become of incalculable importance to

WHEREAS, It is desirable that the service may be afforded more 
complete data for its weather-predictions, by increasing its fa-
cilities for observations; therefore, be it 
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Resolved by the senate, the assembly concurring, That Brig-
adier-General Albert J. Meyer, chief signal-officer of the United 
States army, be and is hereby earnestly and respectfully request-
ed to establish, at the earliest period practicable, a signal-station 
at the University of Wisconsin, located at the city of Madison,. 
where now are being erected ample buildings for strictly scien-
tific purposes. 

_Resolved further, That the State Board of University Re-
gents be requested, in the name of the State of Wisconsin, to 
tender to the chief signal-officer aforesaid the free use of. rooms 
for such office in the building herein referred to, and to forward 
him a copy of the foregoing preamble and resolutions.

casion.
